his confcicnice will tell him, he is either an Atheift, 
or an Heretique, or an Hypocrite,or at beft a captive 
to fome luft ¥ polchpiety is the greateft impiety in the 
world. Tite Religion is Zzni' probationis -which doth 
congrecare homozenta cy fegrezare heterovenia. 
» Not to tolerate things meerly indifferent to weak 
confciences, argues a confcience too {trong : preffed 
uniformity in thefe, caufes much difunity: To tole- 
rate more than indifferents, is not'to’deale indifferent- 
ly with God's Hethat doth itjtakes his Scepter out of 
his hand,and bids him ftand by.. Who hath to doe to 
inftitute Religion but God. The power of all Religion 
and Ordinances, lies in their purity ? their purity’ in 
thei? fimplicity : then are mixttires pernicious. J lived 
ina City,where a Papift preached in one Church, ‘a 
Lutheran in another,a Calvinift in a third; a Luthe- 
ran one part ofthe day, 2 Calvinift the other, inthe 
fame Pulpit: the Religion of that place was brit mot- 
lyand meagre, their affections Keopard- like. 
1f the whole’ Creature fhould confpire to doe the

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Creator a mifchiefe, or offer him an infolency, it 
would be in nothing more, than in ereing untruths 


againft his Truth, or by fophifticating his Truths — 


with humane medleyes: the removing of fome one 


jota in Scripture, may draw outall the life, and tra- 
verfe all the Truth of che whole Bible: but to autho- 
rifean untruth, bya Toleration of State, isto build a 
Sconce again the walls of heaven, to batter God out 
of his Chaire: Torella prasticall lye, isa great fin, 
but yertranfient; butto fer upa Theoricall untruch,is 
to warrant every lye that lies from its root to the top 
of every branch it hath, which are not a few. 

J would willingly hope that no Member of che 
Parliament hath skilfully ingratiated himfelf inro the 
hearts of the Houfe, that he might watch a time to 
midwife out fome ungracious Tolerationfor his own — 
curne, and for the fake of thar, fome others. J would 
alfo hope thata word of generall caution fhould noe 
be particularly mifapplied.. Yet good Gentlemen, 


Jooke well about you, and remember how Tiberius - 


plaid che Fox with the Senate of Row-,and how Fabi- 
ws Maximus cropt hiseares for his cunning. 

That State is wife, that will improve al] paines and 
patience rather to compofe,then tolerate differences in 
Religion.. There is no divine Truth, but hath much 
Celeftiall fire init from the Spirit of Truth: norno 
irreligious untruth, without its proportion of Antifire 
from the {pirit of Errorto contradi@ it: the zeale of 
the one, the virulency of the other, mutt neceffarily 
kindle Combuftions. Fiery difeafes feared in the 
{pirit,embroile the whole frame ofthe body: others 
more exrernall and coole, are leffe dangerous. They

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which divide in Religion, divide in God, they who 
divide in him, divide beyond Gexss Generali fsimum, 
where there is no reconciliation, without atonement; 


~ that is, without uniting in him, whois One, and in 


his Truth, which is alfo one. - 

Wife are thofe men who will be perfwaded rather 
to live within the pale of Truth where they may bee 
quiet, than in the purlieves, where they are fure to be 
hunted ever and anon,do Authority what it can. Eve- 
ry fingular Opinion, hath a fingular opinion of it felf, 
and he that holds ita fingular opinion of himfelf, and 
a fimple opinion of all contra-feritients: he that con- 


-futes them, muft confute all chree at once, or elfe he 


does nothing ; which will not be done wichout more 
ftir than the peace of the State or Church can indure. 
_And._prudent are thofe Chriftians, that will rather 
give what may be given, then hazard all by yeelding 
nothing. To fellall peace of Country, to buy fome 
peace of Confcience unfeafonably, is more avarice 
than thrift,imprudence than patience: they deale not 
equally, chat fer any Truthof God at fuch a rate ¥ 
but they deale wifely thae will ftay till the Market is 
fallen. 
My prognofticks deceive me nota little, if once 
within three {even years, peace prove not fucha p-n- 


_ ny-worth at moft Marts in Chriftendome, that hee 


that would not lay down his money, his luft, his opi- 
nion, his will,I had almoft faid che beft flower of his 
Crown for it, while he might have had it; will cell 
his own heart,he plaid the very ill husband.

Selfe, yet I can verily beleeve that the God of Truth 
will in a fhore time {catter chem all like fmoake be- 
fore the wind. I confeffe I am troubled to fee Men 
fo over-troubled about them; Lam rather glad to 
heare the Deviil is breaking up houfe in Ex¢land, and 
removing fomewhither elfe, give him leave to fell all 
his rags, and odde-ends by she out-cry ; and let his 
petty Chapmen make their Market while they may, 
upon my poore creditit will not laflong.

knowing fully che minde ofthe State, might not de- 
fude themfelves with vaine hopes of unfufferable 
Liberties. Icisleffe to fay, Statwatdrveritas , rat 
Regnum, than Fiat juftitia, raat Calums, but there ts no 
{uch danger in either of them. Feare nothing Gentle- 
men, Rubiconems tranfiltes, jatta cf alca, ye have tut- 
ned the Devill out of doores; fling all his old parrell 
after him out at the windows, left he makes an errand 
forivagaine. | Que relinquantur in morbis poft indica- 
sionems,recidivas facere con{mevere.Chrift would have 
his Church without fpor or wrinckle, They that help 
make it fo, fhall lofe neither honour nor labour: If 
yee be wile, fuffer no more thorns in his fides or your 
owne.

condly, juft fevericy : perfecution hath ever {pread 
Truth,profecution feattered Errour : Ten of the moft 
Chriftian Emperors, found chat way beft; Schollars 
know whom J mean: Five of the ancient Fathers 
perfwadedtoit, of whom Anguftine was one, who 
for a time argued hard forindulgency : but Upon con- 
ference with other prudent Bifhops, altered his judge- 
ment, as appears in three of his Epiftles, to Marceltj- 


nus, Donatus, and Boniface. J would be underftood, 


not onelyan Allower, bucan humble Petitionersthac 
ignorant and tender confcienced Anabaptifts may 
have due time and means of conviGion. 

Fifthly, That every Prophet, to whom God hath 
given the tongue of the learned, fhould teach, ande- 
very Angel who hath a pen and inkehorne by his 
fide. write againft thefe grieving extravagancies : 
writing of many books; I grant is irkefome, reading 
endleffe. »A reafonable man would think Divines 
had declaimed fufficiently upon thefe Themes. I have 
ever thought the Rule eiven, Titus 3-106. which.curs 
the:work fhore and fharpeto be more properly pre- 
valent, then wearifome waiting upon unweatiable 
Spirits. It is a moft toylfome taske to run the wild- 
goofe chafe after a well-breath’d Opinionift : they 
delight in vitilitigation : ic is an itch that loves alife 
to be fcrub’d: they defire not fatista@ion, bur fatis- 
diction, whereof themfelves mutt be judges: yer in 
new Cruptions of Error with new obje@ions, filence — 
is. finfull. |

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As for my felfe, Iam none of the difputers of this 
world: all I can doe, is to.gueffe when men {peake 
true or falfe divinity: if Tcan but finde the parentall 
roote, orformall reafon of a Truth, I am quiets if 
J cannot, I fliore up my fender judgement as long as 


Ican, withtwo orthreethe handfomeft props I can. 


get: J fhall therefore leave Arguments to acuter 
heads, and onely {peake a word of Love, with all 
Chriftian refpe& to our deare brethren in England, 
which are againft baptizing of Infants: I intreate 
them to confider thefe few things ferioufly and meek- 
ly. Firft,what a high pitch of boldneffe it is for man
